HEALTH 


BOARD 


VINDICATED 


.. The Middlesex Superior Court, 
CJeawara 5 Desauinier Jr.; Justice, 
has vindicated the practices of the 
Wilmington Board of Health, and 
its agent, Ernest Romano, with 
Tespect to its health regulations 
and its methods of enforcing. 
The court, on May 12th handed 
down a decree, denying a Writ of 
Mandamus to Robert P Stevens, 
of Arlington; as Trustee of the 
Eastern Realty Trust, the writ 
having been asked against Ernest 
Romano, Health Agent; and Marion 
C Boylen, Edward T Driscoll and 
Augustus C Walker, members of 
the Board of Health, 
Stevens, who has been conducting 
@ business in Wilmington for the 
past several years, building homes 
on lots of 5000 square feet and 
larger, sought last year, to force 
the Board of Health to issue per- 
mits for the construction of sewer 
facilities on four lots of land, 
for which permission had been re- 
fused, 


The lots were: (a) Parker St., 
Lots 28 and 29 of the Mengis Plan, 
(b) Hobson Avenue, lots 551-553 of 
the Silver Lake Addition plan, (c) 
Columbia Road, lots 1-8 of tlie 
Wilmington Square Park plan, and 
(@ 15 Belmont Aveue, comprising 
Lots 171, 172, 183-and-184-of'the 
Wilmington Square Park plan, 


GIRLS STATE: 


In his petition Stevens said that 
none of the lots mentioned have 
any provision for town sewerage, 
that he had made application for 
private sewerage, with plan drawn 
by aregistered engineer which com 
pletely satisfied the requirements 
of the federal government, the state 
regulations concerning sewerage 
disposal systems and the regula- 
tions of the Town of Wilmington, 

Stevens argued that the three 
members of the Board of Health 
and the agent had failed and ne~ 
glected to perform their minister- 
fal duties, namely seeing that the 
Sewerage disposal system pro- 
posed for each lot was adequate 
to provide for sewereage disposal 
of the house to be built on each lot, 

He further alleged that the fail- 
ure was a ‘deliberate conspiracy’ 
to prevent him from building on 
lots owned by him in the Town of 
Wilmington, which were properly 
zoned for single family residences, 

‘The Board of Health, he alleged, 
was trying to prevent him from 
building on the lots not for health 
reasons but rather because of the 
policy of the Town to enforce the 
zoning law more stringent than the 
zoning law applicable, He further 
argued that the health board had 
applied to-him different standards

$5,750 FOR HEADSTART 
PROGRAM 


Congressman F, Bradford 
Morse notified the Superintendent 
of Schools yesterday morning that 
the sum of $5,750 has been allo- 
cated to the Wilmington School 
Committee, for Project Headstart. 

Wilmington’s share of the $62.3 
million project, to be used to pre- 
pare underprivileged children for 
school will be used inpre-primary 
classes which will be a part of the 
Summer School program, 

Sub-Master Harold E. Driscoll 
of the High School has been placed 
in charge of the Wilmington Head- 
start Program. ‘ 

Applications are being received 
now for the pre-primary classes, 
The classes are limited to low 
salaried families, under $3000 a 
year, in income, and to some fam- 
ilies of over $3,000 who have large 
families. 

In order to qualify for the sum~ 
mer classes, the children must be 
registered to enter the first grade 
which will start in September 1965, 

Mr. Driscoll feels that this is a 
splendid opportunity for children 
who qualify for the program, and 
urges parents to call him at the 
High School, between 8 am and 
3:30 pm, Monday through Friday, 
The telephone number is 8-4463, 

The project wilt include a re- 
creational program. 

It will be conducted in the Sum- 
mer School from July 6th to Au- 
gust 13th from 8 am to 12 noon, 
There will be no charge.

An idea advanced by Stanley Web 
ber, former assessor, Monday 
night, at the Selectmen’s meeting, 
for the sale of small lots of land 


Webber proposed that there be 
a@ new by-law, which would allow 
the Selectmen to sell small lots 
of land owned by the town, which 
had been taken as the result of 
tax proceedings, to any abutting 
owner, without having to go through 
the legal process of advertising 
tor sale, 

A new by-law would allow this, 
Webber told the Selectmen, The 
price for the sale could be either 
the taxes and interest due, or a 
‘fair’ price, tobe determined by the 
Board of Assessors. The land 
would be transferred to the new 
owner without any title search, as 
is customary in some cases, 

Webber told the Selectmen that 
he got the idea while he was serving 
as Principal Assessor for Wilming 
ton, back in 1962, He was doing 
Some work at the time for the 
Board of Selectmen. There were 
many such lots of land, he said, 
which should be sold, and taken 
off the town lists, and which could 
be of interest only to abutting land 
owners, 

Webber told the Selectmen, inan 
answer to a thought by Selectman 
Charles Black, (attending his first 
meeting since his return from 
Florida) that he had discussed the 
recommendation briefly with Town 
Counsel Philip Buzzell, - who, 
however, had offered no opinion, 

Webber displayed maps of the 
town which showed many such lots 
of land, and told the Selectmen that 
there had been no sale of land 
since the 1960 attempt, which was 
called off because of ‘faulty titles’, 

The Selectmen discussed the 
Possibility of bringing up the pro-

Posed by law in the next special 
Town Meeting, Mrs Drew wanted 
to ask Buzzell if this could be 
done, and Mr, Niles suggested that 
the Principal Assessor should be 
asked for his views, LaRivee 
urged contact with the Town Coun- 
Sel ‘to expedite’ the by-law.

Referring to the allegation that 
the board of health had failed to 
perform their functions, and that 
they had conspired to prevent the 
building of the homes, and were 
acting not for health reasons but 
for the purpose of enforcing more 
stringent zoning by-iaws, the court 
found that; 

The Board of Health of Wilming- 
ton operates under a sanitary code 
adopted by the Department of Pub- 
Mc Health and that it may ‘as it 
consideres necessary to promote 
and protect the health and weli- 
being of the particular locality un- 
der its jurisdiction, adopt under 
its own legal power as exists inthe 
Generai Laws any rulesandregul- 
ations containing requirements 
stricted than those contained in 
this code‘,

The court noted that the board 
had adopted a regulation that in 
septic tank capacities ‘In no case 
Shall have a bed having area less 
that 600 square feet ~-", 


In summation the court said; 

‘The Court finds that the Board, 
in refusing to approve the plans for 
sewerage that were presented by 
the Petitioner in each individual 
case, gave rational and proper 
reasons for said refusal, namely, 
that the lots did not provide tor a 
100 percent expansion area and/or 
the water line was too close to the 
sewerage system. The Court rules 
thatthe action of the Board in each 
individual case was not arbitrary 
or capricious but rather reasona- 
ble and consistent with the powers 
conferred upon the board by the 
regulations previously discussed 


in the four exhibits before the 
Court, 


‘The Court specifically finds that 
the Respondents, members of the 
Board of Health and Romano, ap- 
proved 48 permits over a 4-year 
period that were submitted by the 
Petitioner and which met the re- 
quirements imposed by the Board 
of Health, 

‘The Court specifically rules 
that the Petitioner did not sustain 
the burden of proof showing nalice 
on the part of the Respondents, 
Romano and the members of the 
Board of Health, and did not sus- 
tain his burden of proving a con- 
spiracy by the said respondents, 

“It is ordered that a judgement 
may enter Petition for Writ of 
Mandamus denied,’

tain. The number of soldiers be- 
Ing carried as passengers was Tre- 
duced - only a few hundred, but 
the munitions of war was increas- 
ed, and all over the decks of the 
Goodhue could be seen huge tanks, 
and other self propelled weapons. 

As was the hardfast rule during 
the war for all troopships, the 
Goodhue left during the hours of 
darkness, No person, casually 
or otherwise observing from shore, 
ever saw the movements of a 
troop carrier in any US harbor 
during World War II - for all 
such movements were made at 
night. 

At four am, three days before 
VE day, the Goodhue and about 60 
other vessels were outside New 
York harbor, and formed up ina 
convoy, This was done-in a heavy 
fog. No one on any ship was able 
to see another ship - and if he 
did, the ships were too close, 

The ships formed up, using 
short toots-of their whistles to 
tell one another, in code, of their 
positions. It was a case of toot- 
toot-toot-toot, as the sixty odd ves- 
sels started east across the At- 
lantic, 

Fog is the enemy of the Master 
of any vessel, He doesn’t leave the 
bridge - he just stays there, hour 
after hour, day after day, For 
the sixty odd Masters (Captains 
is another word which almost 
means the same thing) there was 
no sleep, as that convoy made its 
way towards Europe, 

On VE day the convoy was on 
the Grand Banks. The ships were 
steering ENE when the news came 
- and there was still a dense fog. 
No captain had been in bed for 
three days. 

The Chief Steward of the Good- 
hue was.a colored man, who lived 
in South Boston, a very cheerful 
gentleman, Eyery four hours he 
appeared on the bridge, day and 
night, during fog, bearing coffee 
and sandwiches for the captain. 
He would have the food on a large 
serving tray, and with a flourish, 
would put the food on the bridge 
desk. He must have had previous 
Pullman Car experience, judging 
from the way he id handle 
those trays. 

Every time, after the tray had 
been put on the desk, the steward 
would steal a quick look at the 
compass. It was sort of a ritual. 
He was curious, He wanted to 
know what no one knew except 
the captain - where was the ship 


going? 

VE day brought no change. The 
ships continued to plow the seas, 
eastward towards Great Britain, 
The fog continued, 

Two days later, still in fog, 
there was a radio message from 
Washington for the Goodhue. It 
arrived at about 7 am, and took 
half an hour'to decode ~ this being 
the job of one officer who was as- 
signed the duty of destroying codes 
if anything should happen. 

‘The message came to the cap- 
tain at about 7:30 am and said in 
effect ‘Detach yourself from the 
convoy, and return to the port 
from whence you sailed’ - no 
message, using wartime codes, 
ever mentioned the name ofa port, 
but rather identiffed it by the move- 
ments of the captains of the ships, 

Just then - after five or six 
days, the fog lifted. There were 
the ships, which had been tooting

ence enjoyed by all merchant sea~ 
men to the pomposity of Army 
Officers who were always claim- 
ing something to be a ‘Military 
Secret’, 

For the next twenty four hours 
the joke continued, Every four 
hours the Steward would appear on 
the bridge with coffee and sand- 
wiches for the captain, tip toe 
over and peer at the compass, 
note that the ship’s heading was 
still West-South-West, and ask, 
‘Where we going, Captain?’ And 
every four hours he was told, 
briefly, ‘Merchant Marine Secret’. 

Of course everyone on the ship 
knew that the Goodhue was headed 
back’to the United States- this was 
just the private joke of the captain 
and the steward, 

Then, next day, the German sub- 
marines began to come up and 
surrender, Every few hours. the 
captain would receive a message 
from the radio shack of another 
surrender, and the news that the 
subs were being ordered to the 
nearest US or British Naval Base, 

One submarine, on the Grand 
Banks when it surrendered, was of 
particular interest to the captain 
of the Goodhue. It was ordered to 
proceed to Argentia, Newfoundland, 
Plotting the probable course, the 
captain of the Goodhue noted that 
the sub possibly could be within 
20 miles of the Goodhue, sometime 
during the day, 

There were several hundred 
lives on the Goodhue, and that Ger- 
man commander might just poss- 
ibly want to take one more shot, 
The captain turned the Goodhue to 
a southerly course, for a couple 
of hours - just to keep a safe dis- 
tance from that German sub, 

Up came the Steward, with coffee 
and sandwiches, He tiptoed over 
to the compass. The ship’s head- 
ing was South! 

The Steward was bewildered. 
South wasn’t the way home! 

‘Where we going, Captain?’ 

‘Merchant Marine Secret!’ 

The Steward had to leave the 
bridge with a baffling piece of in- 
formation, which undoubtedly was 


soon known all over the ship. | 
Then came another radio from | 


Washington - still inwartime code, 
Tt said, in effect - join a Convoy 
which will be at a certain point 
south of Newfoundland, at 3 pm 


That point was not ‘too many 
miles away. By heading north, 
and steaming at eight knots, the 
Goodhue would be at that point an 
hour ahead of time, 

Up came the Steward, with cof- 
fee and sandwiches, The ship’s 
heading was North! This was most 
bewildering! 

‘Where we going, Captain?’ 

‘Merchant Marine Secret!’ 

Shortly afterwards, out of the 
fog, a US Destroyer appeared. A 
strange ship, to the Destroyer, It 
was ordered to proceed with the 
convoy of which the Destroyer was 
@ part - headed for Europe. Again 
the ship was heading East-North- 
East. 

Up came the Steward with coffee 
and sandwiches, He couldn’t tell 
that the Goodhue was part ofa con- 
voy - but he could see that the 
heading was again a most bewild- 
ering East-North-East. 

‘Where we going, Captain?’ 

‘Merchant Marine Secret!’ 

In an hour the Destroyer had 
‘cleared’ the Goodhue with Wash- 
ington, and it was again orderedto 
Join the convoy headed back to the 
states, Now, because of the time 
lost, the Goodhue had to proceed 
at full speed ~ and in a northwest- 
erly direction - which of course, 
was noted at the next coffee and 
sandwiches visit - the Captain 
must be crazy! 

Eventually the Goodhue joined 
that convoy, and eventually it ar- 
rived at the Cape Cod Canal, where 
the fog lifted, and the captain was 
able to get a little honest sleep, 

On Sunday - two weeks after VE 
brodd after a trip down Long Island, 
the Goodhue was going down the 
East River, in New York - with 
its several hundred soldiers on

the first time they had even seen

Fire at 
Wilmington Gulf 


Dick (Cedric) Perrault, 18 year 
old son of Mr and Mrs Abel Per~ 
reault of Winston Avenue 1s a pa~ 
tient in the Winchester Hospital, 
suffering from third degree burns 
about the face, as the result of a 
fire in the Wilmington GulfStation, 
at the corner of Main Street and 
Shawsheen Avenue, Monday, 

The service station, owned by 
Frank Daniels and Phil Fortunata 
of Church Street, is in the building 
owned by Sam Grant of Shawsheen 
Avenue, Mr Grant is in New York, 

The fire started about 2:20 pm 
while young Perrault was alone, 
his employers having left for lunch 
He had been repairing a car be- 
longing to a_Mr DiRazio of Bil- 
lerica, which was on the lift, and 
wag completely burned by the fire. 

Contrary to radio and other re- 
ports there was no explosion, It 
was first believed that the fire 
could have started from anacety- 
lene torch, but the head ofthe torch 
‘was found to be in its customary 
place of storage, and the valves 
for the tanks were shut off. 

The ‘bay’ and the office were 
completely burned out, Some fire 
got into the back part of the shop, 
but a car there, owned by young 
Eddie Johanan of Burlington Aven- 
ue was hardly damaged, 

Fire Chief Arthur Boudrean and 
Lieut, David B Murphy of the State 
Fire Marshall's office were unable 
to assign a cause to the fire, and 
are continuing their investigation, 

Two other firms occupied the 
building, the Fitzgerald Fuel Co,, 
and an auto body shop, inthe cellar, 

Fitzgerald was forced out by the 
smoke, which, together with water 
damage, ruined some of their ac- 
counting machinery, 

Fitzgerald has moved into the 
Gardiner Building, two doors down 
Main Street, and was in business 
again by 5 pm, 

The employees of the body shop, 
downstairs, were unaware of the 
fire until after about 15 minutes, 
when one of them noticed what he 
thought was smoke from a defec~ 
tive electric wire, After he looked 
out a window he realized that there 
was a major fire in process up 
stairs, 

Wilmington business firms ral- 
Med to the assistance of both the 
Wilmington Gulf and Fitzgerald 
Fuel, 

The fire was a severe blow to 
Fortunata and Daniels, who started 
business about five years ago, and 
have built up a fine reputation as 
craftsmen in auto repairs,
